NOT FAVORABLE TO METCALF. 


St. Joseph •‘Independent*’ Doctor M ay 
Get Knocked Out. 


Lan-iing, March ll —Attorney Gen­ 
eral < >ren has prepared his answer to 
the order secured by Dr. Hichard .Met­ 
calf of St. Joseph, directing the Miehi- 
gan board of registration in medicine 
to show cause why a nadndatnus should 
not issue to compel the board to grant 
him a certiUcate of registration under 
the law exacted by the last legislature, 
and it has been tiled in the supreme 
court by Dr. M. C. Sinclair, president 
of the board. 


Dr. .Metcalf claimed registration un­ 
der the new law, without examination, 
on the ground that be had studied with 
doctors in England and Canada, had 
perfected himself as a nurse in this 
country, and had finally 
securcd a 
diploma from the Independent Medical 
college of Chicago, and been register­ 
ed as a physician under the old law. 
Tbe board refused to recognize this 
righi and refused to register him. 


The board denies that Metcalf ever 
took a full course of instruction in med­ 
icine, such as would be required by any 
reputable medical college inthisoran y 
other country. It is claiujed that at tbe 
time .Metcalf’s diploma was ih.-ued the 
Independent medical college was not a 
medical college in good standing, "but 
was wholly enga,4ud in liiu franuient 
an*’, unlawful business of selling medical 
diplomas to and c nferring the degre • 
of doctor of uiedii,*ine ujjon incunipetent 
persons for gain." 


The aiieniiun of the couri in directed 
to tbe proceedings instituted in i’’eb- 
ruary, 1H‘)S, by Ihe attorney general of 
Illinois, wliich resulted in the forfeit- 
lure by the college of i s eharter, the 
supreme court of lllinuis deiei’miiiing 
that the college was is.>iuiug uiplomas 
fradulenlly and illegally. 


Ttie imporlant charge is made by the 
board that Metcalf secured his diploma 
for the express purpose of registering 
under the laws of this stale as a physi­ 
cian and hurgeon, and that his action 
In this respect was and is a fraud upon 
the people of Michigan. 


It is insisted by Attoi ley General 
Oren that the new" reglsti ation law of 
Michigan in no way recognizts as a 
physician and surgeon a person licensed 
as a student or undegraduate under tho 
law which it supersedes, and that a 
person S ) registered as a .siudent or un­ 
dergraduate was only permitted 
to 
practice under the instruction of a 
regular! 
qualiiied 
physician 
and 
surgeon, and was not within the mean­ 
ing of the old law a regularly licensed 
physician. 
Therefore, he claims il is 
wholly immaterial whether 
Metcalf 
was licensed as a student or undergrad­ 
uate under the old law, as he claims to 
be.
